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Concerning ſuch as have forbidden Preaching or Te 7 
Name of }ESU S, and ſuch as are aſbamed to OR) 
before Men, and call not on the Name of the LORD, &c. 


ERE you may fee who, and what they were, that forbad the Aro#/es ro Preach or 
Teach, or Speak in the Name of Feſus, and what Chrif ſaith of ſuch that are aſhamed 
to Contels Him before Men 5 And what Judgments come upon thole Families, King- 
doms or Natiens, that do not call upon the Name of the Lord : And they that do not 

- call upon the Name of the Lord, and know Him nor, are {uch as devourcth Facob, the 
Elett and Beloved of God. And yet the Lord poureth 

with the Spirit they may know God, and call upon his Name, Foe/ 2. At 2. 

The Jews and their Prieſts (aid unto the Apof/es, and threatned them, That ye Speak henceforth to no 
Man in this Name Jeſus, As 4.17. And they faid again (in Verle 18.)to the Apo/es, That they ſkould 
not Teachin the Name of Jeſus. And in Atﬀs 5. $ they again ſaid, That they ſhould not Teach in the 
Name of Jeſus, mark] not toTeach in the Name of Jeſus. And in Verſe 49. they laid again to thc 


Apoſtles, That they ſhould not Speakin the Name of Jeſus, Cmark? not ſo much as to Speak in the Name of 


Jelus. And yet the Apofle ſaid, With the Heart Man Believeth, and with the Mouth Confeſſion & made 
unto Salvation. And if thou Confeſs withthy Mouth the Lord Jeſus Chrijft, and that God hath raiſed him up 
from the Dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved, Rom. 10. 9, 10. 

And the Fews, which were the greatc(t outward Profeſſors, agreed, That if any Man did Confeſs that he 
was the Chri/t, they ſhould be put out of their Symagogue, John 9g. 22. And many of the Chief Rulers Believed 
on him. but becauſe of the Phariſees, they did not Confeſs him, namely Chriſt, & they ſhould be put out of 
their $\nagogue, John 12. 42. So here were them that did Believe, both Rulers and others in Chriſt, bur 

they were afraid to Confeſs Chriſt, leſt they ſhould be Excommunicarted, or = out of their Synagogues. 
And Chriſt faith unto his Diſciples, 1/hoſoever ſhall Confeſs Me before Men, him will I Confeſs alſo before 
My Father whichs in Heaven: But whoſoever ſhall Deny Me before Men,J;im will T alſo Deny before My Father 
which ts in Heaven, Mar, 10. 32,33. and Luke 12.8. So here you may {ce they that do CTontcis Chriſt 
before Men.are Confeſſed by Him before His Father, and they that Deny Him betore Men, Chriſt will 
Deny bctore His Father. 

And John ſaith, Every Spirit that Confeſſeth that Jeſus Chrift is come in the Fleſh is of God, and every Spi- 
rit that Corfeſſeth not that Feſus Chriſt s come in the Fleſh is not of God: So here you may {ee that it is the 
good Spirit of God that doth Confels his Son to be come in the Fleſh, 1 Fohn 4. 2; 3. Here you may lee 
' the twoSpirits, that which is of God, and that which is not of God, the good Spirit, and tic bad Spirit. 
And, Who Confeſs not that = Chrift is come in the Fleſh, i a Deceiver and an Antichriſt, and fo not in 
che Spirit of God nor Chriſt, 2 John 1. 7. And the Apoſtle faith,Prove your own ſelves, kzow ye 10t your own 
ſelves, how that Feſus Chriſt s inyou, except you be Reprobates ? 2 Cor. 1J. 5. And lo if they have not the 
Spirir of Chriſt, and if He be not in them, then they are Reprobares, and ſo none of Chrilt's. 

And the Apo#/e faith tothe Coloſſians, Chriſt in you the Hojeof Glory, And they Varned every Man, and 
Taught every Man in all Wiſdom, that they might preſent eucry Man perfett in Chriſt Jeſus: So then Chriſt 
muſt be in His People, and they muſt be in Him. Co/. 1. 27, 28. | 

And Chriftbefore Pontius Pilate witneſeth a good Confeſſion, 1 Tim.6.13. This was betore His Perſecutor, 
ſo mult all the Followers of the Lamb Confeſs Him bctore Men to the Glory of Godthe Father,and no: 
be aſhamed of Chrif their Lite, Light and Salvation, Redeemer, MetQiaror, Prophet, Biſhop, Shepherd, 
Leader, Counlellor, Way and Door to God, and the Author and Finiſher of their Faith, and Heavenly 
Rock and Foundation,and the Captain of their Salvation, and not ro be aſhamed tomect in His Name, 
who hath all Power in Heaven and in Earth given to Him, leſt He be aſhamed of you betore His Hoiy 
Angels, and His Father which is in Heaven: And therefore in His Light, Spirit, Grace, Truth and 
Faith, ſceand hold Chriſt your Head, who Bruiſeth the Serpents Head, and Reconcilcth you to God, 
in whom you and all Nations are Bleſſed, and haveReſt and Peace, 4 ME N. 

Pour out Thy Fury upon the Heathen that know Thee not, and upon the Families that call not upon T%y 
Name, for they have Eaten up Jacob, and Devoured him, and Conſumed him, and bave made his Habitat: 
deſolate, Jer. 10. 25. Theſe were the Perſecutors of the Faithful. 

And David ſaith, Pour out Thy Wrath upon the Heathen that have not known Thee, andupon the King- 
domes that have not called upon Thy Name, for they have Devoured Jacob, and laid wafte his Dwelling Place, 
Plal. 79. 6, 7. Theſe werethe Perſecutorsof God's Eleft. 

Tet God ſetteth the Poor on High from Afflition, and maketh him Families like a Flock, Pfal. 107. 41. 

And God ſetteth the Sohtary in Families, and bringeth out thoſe which are bound with Chains : But the 
Rebellious Dwell in a Dry Land. Pſalm 68. G.
